daily written reports.

umn has seen his secret reports 
submitted from the first week in 
August. 
On August 5, Walter cased Stas- 
sen's Washington headquarters at 
the Sheraton-Carlton Hotel and re­ 
ported: 
“Suite 616 is set up like an of­

furniture removed. This office al­ 
so contained lists of delegates to 
the

Francisco 
convention.

Walter’s report of August 20 
told how Stassen tried to buy off 
a man with a “stop Stassen” but­ 
ton. 
“Standing in front of Ike-Chris 
headquartera,” wrote Nixon’s spy,

’stop Stassen.’ 
This ssme man, 
who said he lived in California but

KEPT STASSEN LETTER 
Walter had trouble 
shadowing 
Stassen when he went to greet 
President Eisenhower at the San 
Francisco airport. 
“I had no kind of badge wha* 
soever to get through the security 
police lines,” complained the pri­ 
vate eye. 
However, he managed to sneak 
close enough to observe signifi­ 
cantly: “Stassen was not a Mem­ 
ber of the official White House 
party leaving the airport. He left 
in the same blue Chrysler sedan 
in which I observed him leaving 
the St. Francis hotel Sunday morn­ 
ing.” 
Once, 
Walter got away 
with 
Stassen’s copy of a letter to Con­ 
vention 
Chairman 
Joe 
Martin, 
asking permission to address the 
convention. 
“To reporters crowded around, 
Stassen read what he said was a 
letter delivered today to perma­ 
nent convention chairman Joseph 
W. Martin, Jr.,” reported Nix­ 
on’s spy. “Stassen said he had no 
additional copies to pass out, so I 
borrowed a copy he had in his pos­ 
session with a promise to return 
same. I conveniently loft him in 
the crowd and kept the letter. The 
letter I obtained from Stassen is 
attached.” 
By August 21, the “dump-Nixon” 
drive had collapsed. The shadow­ 
ing was abruptly called off. Wal­ 
ter was hustled out of town.

WASHINGTON fffu-The president 
of the Standard Oil Company of 
New Jersey said today that if ac­ 
cess to both the Suez Canal and 
Near Eastern pipelines were block­ 
ed, this country might have to ra ­ 
tion gasoline.
